ministry, Arita issued a terse state- 
ment in which he declared: 


"There will be no change in the 


Japanese foreign policy. I shall act 
in accordance with the policy al- 
ready fixed, at the same time en- 
deavoring to minimize international 
friction." 


At the same time, the official Jap- 


anese news agency carried an inter- 
view with General Hata, commander 
of the Nipponese expeditionary force 
in central China, which engineered 
the downfall of Hankow.

SOUND COUNSEL BY BUSINESS LEADERS 


Gerard Swope, president of the General Electric Company, and 


Charles R. Hook, president of the American Rolling Mill Company, spoke 
with the wisdom of long experience in industry when' they urged, before 
the New York Herald-Tribune's Forum on Current Problems, less com- 
pulsion and more co-operation by Government with business. 


"Government can compel compliance, but never co-operation," said 


Mr. Swope. "As far as possible compulsion or mandatory laws should 
be avoided.

ing by the Wagner Labor Relations law. Revision of the Wagner act 
is necessary to promote the measure of co-operation between workers 
and employers required for full recovery and re-employment.

in his economic and industrial relations—"but he dislikes force and 
coercion, as do all Americans.

PARENTS HAVE GOOD 


QUALITIES 


We who write and talk.to parents 


are inclined to' take it for granted 
that up to now they have proceeded 
about, ideally in the guidance-of the 
child. But, as a matter of fact, the 
average parent who takes our ad- 
vice seriously has not, or thinks she 
has not, clone, all things very well 
as a parent. Now she' feels dejected 
and

condemns herself, 


Now she resolves to make over the 
child, .even hersslf,' within a short 
while.

I suppose we specialists have erred 


in making her feel so downcast. We

haps, than we could do them. Her 
virtues and achievements further- 
more might greatly outweigh a few 
shortcomings we had made so much 
of. 


See Good Traits 


I do hope I don't cause my read- 


ers to become too hard on 
them- 


selves. Rather, I' wish I might help 
them see more of the good traits 
they have as parents which -they 
tend to overlook or count as unim- 
portant. 


We experts, furthermore, general- 


ly fail to caution parents against 
hoping to change themselves or' a 
child easily or within a short while. 
We also fail to remind them that, 
however desirable a change in the 
child's particular habits and atti- 
tudes, or their methods of. dealing 
with him may be, they neecLto count 
the cost, to consider how likely they 
are to succeed 
in any 'corrective 


measures before launching them. 


Shouldn't Be Tried 


In many a home certain things 


that are very desirable better not 
'be attempted at all, since they offer 
resistances that can hardly be over- 
come,', .or are overcome at too great 
cost to all concerned. If, for exam- 
ple, one parent is out of sympathy 
with the other in regard to the 
child's management, some very de- 
sirable goals in respect to this child 
hardly can be attained, nor should 
be attempted. It is not alone what 
seems ideal, but what can be done 
with the least amount of family ten- 
sion and the greatest amount 
of 


family satisfaction. 


Here I would like to caution you, 


my fellow parents, to read and lis- 
ten critically. 
Employ your own 


common sense if you would gain the 
most for yourself and your, family. 
It heartens me to read in so many 
letters, "I don't agree with .every- 
thing you write". Such a statement 
indicates a very intelligent reader. 
I am grateful, indead, that so many 
persons read this column.

PUBLIC OPINION 


SEE INCREASE IN HOME BUILDING 


A factor generally overlooked by those who predict that heavy un- 


employment will continue for a long time to come is that the recent up- 
turn in residential building is the first development of this sort, not 
since the beginning of the} depression, but since 1925. 


Building, particularly residential building, always has moved in 


cycles of about 16 years' duration. The peak of the last such cycle came 
'in 1925 and since that year, until recently, the trend in the volume ot 
building was consistently downward. The volume of residential build- 
ing even in 1929, the climax of the boom that preceded the depression, 
actually was less than the volume of 1918 and scarcely more than that 
of 1916. 


The last previous low point of the building cycle came just before 


the depression of 1921. From that year until the record peak of 1925 
building volume moved sharply upward, 


-It seems reasonable to suppose, therefore, that the upturn in build- 


ing will continue sharply upward for at least another four or five years 
and that the volume of building during most of this period will exceed 
any experienced in the last 10 years. 
Moreover, it is at least not un- 


likely that the next peak of the building, cycle, when it arrives four or 
five years from now, again will set a new national record. 


The bearing of this on the question of unemployment is evident. 


It is the theory of those who predict a long period of joblessness that 
things have happened to the economic system since 1929, particularly. in 
the way of technological improvements, that will prevent the re-em- 
ployment of as many as were employed in 1929. If there is a prospect, 
however, that building enterprise shortly may be employing more men 
than it employed in 1929, this theory is, at least to that extent, discounted. 


It is true, of course, that there probably never were more than about 


2,500,000 workers employed directly in building. But it also is true that 
at least many more "normally" were employed in the manufacturing and 
transportation of building materials; that still more would be employed 
in clerical and a hosl of other capacities by a revival of the building in- 
dustry; that the employment of these would furnish jobs for many others 
in grocery stores, amusement houses and what not. 


Public Opinion is something of a

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 29 — 


One of the New Deal's worst embar- 
rassments thus far has been the 
possession of most of the vitally 
important congressional committee 
'chairmanships by anti-New Dealers. 
True, a committee chairman has 
only one vote, like any other mem- 
ber of Congress. 
Still,' he has a 


deal of influence within his own 
committee. 
It can overrule him, 


but generally it doesn't. Usually he 
is strong enough to smother pro- 
posed legislation that he opposes—- 
no;; necessarily to beat it on r.he 
floor of the House or Senate, but 
to prevent it from getting to either 
of these floors, through the process 
known as "burying it in committee". 
That is to say, when a bill is intro- 
duced it is referred to its appro- 
priate committee for consideration, 
and unless the committee reports on 
it, that's the en'd of that bill—pro- 
'vidcd the committee's parent body 
(Senate or House) doesn't call for 
it. Though this can be done by a 
majority, it seldom happens, 


In this fashion the New Deal has 


been seriously handicapped by hos- 
tile committee chairmen. Even in 
cases where it has triumphed, it 
has done so in the face of many 
difficulties.

tan 
exceedingly 


influential group), notoriously sty- 
mied the New Dealers at the last 
congressional session. 
To be sure, 


they "purged" him at the recent

Next Session's Prospects 


To predict just what House chair- 


men will survive into the next ses- 
sion is impossible, because all repre- 
sentatives are up for re-election, 
and some of the last session's chair- 
men may be beaten. 


The Senate is easier to guess on. 
Only four conspicuously anti-New 


Deal senators are re-electable this 
year. 


They are Ellison D. Smith of 


South" Carolina, Walter F. George 
of Georgia, Alva B. Adams of Col- 
orado, and Millard E. Tydings of 
Maryland. 
They are, respectively, 


chairman of the Senate's agriculture, 
privileges and elections, public lands 
and surveys, and territories and in- 
sular affairs committees.

little dispute that this quartet will 
win in November and hold the'.r 
chairmanships. 
Adams' and Tyd- 


ings' committees don't matter so 
much. George's committee may be

Smith's agriculture committee is of 
capital consequence.

In short, the New Dealers are 


sick of having Congress chairman- 
ized by "antis". 


It's a system which doesn't have 


to exist. It's mere custom. 


This custom is to let chairmen 


rise to their chairmanships by vir- 
tue of seniority. The New Dealers' 
notion is to break it up at i-he next 
congressional session. 


Yet it's a change which will make

Heywood Broun, advocated dropping 
Mr, Kennedy in Boston harbor on 
his return, so that his Americanism 
might be restored by resting awhile 
"amid the alien tea."

"liberal writers" criticism less acid 
but just as vigorous poured forth. 
Hardly one—from the dignified and 
restrained Mr. Lippermann to the 
rough-and-ready General Johnson 
—failed in thGir various individual 
ways to turpentine the unfortunate 
diplomat. Perhaps Miss Thompson 
wa.s a little more emotional than the

• Parents need the courage to se 
that, their children don't get every 
thing they want. You might thin! 
•that the Dionne Quintuplets, witl 
their small fortune and the adula 
'tion of the world heaped on then 
jvould be spoiled; that they woulc 
•have everything that money could 
-buy for them. 
_ Nothing could be farther from the 
•truth. I have never [known children 
whose tastes are simpler, children 
'who suffer less from boredom. And 
jet their world is a five-acre lot 
from which they haven't been taken 
for four years. 
r Our nurses and teachers have 
.done for the Quints just what good 
•fathers and mothers can do every- 
"where. They have taken time to 
Ibuild character in each child, some- 
.thing the child is going to be able 
•to fall back on in later life.

•years! The little boy isn't just a 
'little boy at all. He's father to the 
'man. That is the time when the

-ness. 
*•• All work with young people, I 
'think, should be preventive rather 
3jhan corrective. That has been our 


v-wa.y-of handling the Quints, for we

"busy doing something constructive 
'J)r worthwhile, there just weren't 


any delinquent problems for us to 
handle. 


Children must be taught to respect 


''other people's property, other peo- 
ple's feelings. So if Yvonne wants 
the ball that Marie is playing with, 
she doesn't go over and take it; she 
either asks for it politely or waits 
until Marie has turned to something 
else. Now these little girls didn't do 
this from instinct; they have been 
taught that it is the proper thing to 
do. And it is seldom they think of 
doing anything else. 


We had an example of it at the 


nursery the other day. Marie saw 
a toad hopping about, so, with the 
others calling encouragement, she 
chased and caught it. But she wasn't 
so selfish as to want to keep it. She 
took it to each of her four sisters 
and offered it to them. But they 
wanted no part of it, so she turned 
at last to the 'nurse. Fortunately, 
the nurse saw that the strange gift 
was being given out of the fulness 
of the child's heart, and she took it. 


Now I'm not trying to point -out 


any moral about giving toads to any- 
one. All I want to do is show par- 
ents that the development of unsel- 
fishness in children is something 
that cannot be left to the. child. He 
or she must have direction in it. 


On the other hand, the parent, 


shouldn't deny the child things just 
for the sake of being strict. When a 
satisfaction 
is denied, the 
child 


should be told exactly why,. Chil- 
dren don't flourish on unreasoning 
strictness.

It emphasizes the homely and sim- 
ple virtues of thrift, honesty and 
goodwill; it asserts pride in "being 
an average man"; it rates the rich 
as-"more intelligent and industrious 
than the poor"; says "captains o: 
industry arc social benefactors", anc 
proclaims that "American business 
will always lead the world". It plays 
down brains and plays up character. 


The National Institute for Straight 


Thinking 
apparently 
offers 
the 


Craig family as a la.boratory demon- 
stration of what it would- like the 
nation to think and believe. It an- 
nounces that "it acts as a testing 
and proving ground for the practical 
application of straight thinking, and 
is in the 
process 
of developing 


teaching materials which can be 
used as a basis for required courses 
of study in our school;; and colleges." 


- Agreeing with much of the above 
credo, I found that'it left me in a 
state of confusion in which I was 
urgently in need of further minis- 
trations by the National 
Institute 


for Straight Thinking. For instance, 
there's Article 10 of the 
credo, in 


which the Craigs believe "in being, 
when in doubt, like other people." 
But what other people? In times 
of stress and divided opinion you 
can at best agree with only one of 
the "seventy 
jarring 
sects" who 


harass you from al! sides.' I have 
always assumed that 
the 
simple 


tenets of sound morality told us to 
rely on our conscience and our in- 
telligence when we were beset with 
doubts. 


A spirited youngster of this age 


might find the other young people 
around him addicted to cigarette- 
smoking, gin, the jtiepers and the 
shag, hoofing and spoofing, petting, 
oose talk, haltered bathing suits, 
snitching the family car, profane 
swearing, irreverance for their eld- 
ers and sabbath-breaking. 
At any 


rate, all this, and more frequently, 
is assessed against youth of our day. 
And any "typical" youngster of to- 
day may find himself just a wet 
smack and a total outsider unless 
he strings along with the above 
"other people". 


Would the average family credo, 


which, presumably, 
the 
institute 


would put-in the public schools, en- 
join conformity in this instance? 


Which is. the better morality, to 


keep out of trouble by being com- 
placently like "others", or to have 
standards of taste and behavior of 
your own without regard to what 
others think of you? Those "others" 
voted in the present national ad- 
ministration by a tremendous ma- 
jority. 
, Should not those in dissent 


have the moral right-to be vigorous- 
ly in opposition, even, if they were 
not "average" in this? 


The Craigs earn $125 a,- month. 


'They use gas for cooking," says-'the 
Institute. "Their house has electric 
lights, hot and cold running water, 
a bathtub, an ice refrigerator, an 
old-model car, and a radio." 


Through all the 
centuries, 
less 


than 1,000 men have made actual

scientific 
technology 


which enables the Craigs to enjoy 
so much on so low an income. These 
scientists were not "average" men,
